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M  n  August  1963  the  college  moved  to  its  present  location  in 
Davie,  the  site  of  today's  A.  Hugh  Adams  Central  Campus, 
where  it  covers  150  acres  and  is  comprised  of  32  buildings  and 
42  academic  departments.  Central  is  home  to  Bailey  Concert 
Hall,  the  Criminal  Justice  Institute,  Allied  Health  Building  and 
Buehler  Planetariimi. 

In  May  1968,  to  be  compatible  with  state  terminology,  the 
college  changed  its  name  to  Broward  Junior  College,  although 
in  July  of  that  same  year  the  state  withdrew  junior  colleges 
from  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction.  The  Advi- 
sory Board  for  the  college  became  the  governing  District  Board 
of  Trustees,  who  changed  the  name  of  the  college  to  Broward 
Community  College  in  September  1970. 

As  enrollment  grew,  so  did  the  college.  The  BCC  expan- 
sion process  now  included  two  other  campuses:  North  Cam- 
pus in  Coconut  Creek,  which  opened  in  1971,  and  Judson  A. 
Samuels  South  Campus  in  Pembroke  Pines,  which  opened  in 
1980.

North  Campus  which  opened  in  1971  covers  approxi- 
mately 113  acres  of  land,  houses  12  buildings  which  include 
the  multipurpose  Omni  auditorium  and  the  high-tech  science/ 
mathematics  building  which  opened  in  March  1990. 

South  Campus  sports  approximately  103  acres,  including 
20  acres  of  park-like  landscapmg.  South  is  home  to  the  $5 
million  South  Regional  Branch  Library  which  opened  in  Octo- 
ber 1983,  as  part  of  the  Broward  County  public  library  sys- 
tem. South  Regional  is  one  of  the  most  frequently  visited 
libraries  in  the  coxmty,  servicing  the  community  as  well  as  the 
college.  South  is  also  the  home  base  for  a  rather  unique  aca- 
demic program  -  aviation. 

Fort  Lauderdale  Center  located  on  East  Las  Olas  Boule- 
vard opened  in  1972.  The  original  purpose  of  the  Downtown 
Center,  as  it  is  often  referred  to,  was  to  separate  administra- 
tion from  the  campuses.  Classes  have  been  offered  there 
since  1973,  to  better  serve  students  of  East  Central  Broward. 


Throughout  the  past  30  years,  Broward  Community  Col- 
lege has  experienced  an  enormous  amount  of  growth.  Since 
the  college  began  at  the  Naval  air  base  with  an  enrollment  of 
701  students,  BCC  now  boasts  an  enrollment  of  23,000  stu- 
dents on  all  four  campuses. 

Considering  its  humble  begirmings,  BCC  has  come  a  long 
way  in  its  30-year  history.  Since  its  original  accreditation  on 
Nov.  6,  1963,  the  college  has  been  a  member  of  the  Southern 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools  (SACS),  which  is  the 
recognized  accrediting  body  in  11  Southern  states.  The  ac- 
creditation status  that  BCC  earns  from  SACS  is  what  makes 
the  diploma  students  earn  here  valid  at  larger  universities. 
Since  the  original  accreditation  there  have  been  two  reviews, 
and  the  next  is  slated  for  1993. 

Courses  offered  at  BCC  reflect  both  the  basic  educational 
needs  of  students  and  their  non-academic  interests  as  well. 
Since  the  '60s,  curriculum  directors  have  provided  students 
the  chance  to  register  for  some  unusual  credit  and  non-credit 
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classes  to  suit  their  interests,  such  as  avia- 
tion, horsemanship  and  even  a  beauty 
course.  In  the  fall  of  1966  a  non-credit 
class  in  "figure  control,  hair  styling  and 
care,  make-up,  personality  development, 
poise  and  wardrobe  planning"  was  of- 
fered to  BCC's  ladies. 

In  1964  perhaps  the  most  popular  course 
was  beginning  aviation  instruction.  This 
non-credit  class  entailed  mastering  take- 
offs,  landings,  stalls,  communications,  as 
well  as  instruction  on  "how  to  cope  with 
forced  landings."  The  highlight  of  the 
course  was  the  10  flying  hours. 


While  the  late  '80s  were 
host  to  an  increase  in  the 
ever-popular  business 
classes,  the  beginning  of  the 
'90s  ushered  in  environ- 
mental awareness  courses 
and  renewed  interest  in  the 
arts  and  creative  writing. 


In  1971  a  pantomime  class  was  offered 
through  the  drama  department.  The  year- 
book that  year  featured  almost  incrimi- 
nating photos  of  BCC  students  in  unusual 
poses,  learning  the  art  of  non-verbal  ex- 
pression which  was  then  in  vogue. 

Study  programs  in  foreign  locations 
were  initiated  into  the  curriculum  in  1 974. 
To  this  day  students  can  earn  transferrable 
college  credit  by  participating  in  programs 
in  such  countries  as  England,  Greece  and 
Israel.  The  popular  Semester-in-Spain 
program  has  been  going  strong  since  1 979. 

While  the  late  '80s  were  host  to  an  in- 
crease in  the  ever-popular  business  classes, 
the  beginning  of  the  '90s  ushered  in  envi- 
ronmental awareness  courses  and  renewed 
interest  in  the  arts  and  creative  writing. 

BCC  still  offers  various  fire  science 
courses  geared  towards  "fire  majors." 
Designed  to  instruct  future  fireman  who 
were  going  after  fire  safety  degrees,  the 
course  once  hosted  a  demonstration  of 
explosive  and  arson  devices.  An  "atomic 
blast  simulation"  was  to  be  made  from 
four  barrels  of  exploding  high-grade  pe- 
troleum, but  the  whole  thing  had  to  be 
called  off  after  the  residents  of  a  nearby 


mobile  home  park  protested. 

Some  non-credit  courses  function  to 
serve  the  community  and  provide  practi- 
cal experience  to  students.  "Community 
College  Calling,"  a  college  radio  pro- 
gram hosted  by  a  "staff"  of  three,  fea- 
tured interviews,  songs  and  humor,  and 
was  broadcast  on  Sunday  afternoons. 

Information  age: 


Few  today  would  question  the  value  of 
technology  in  education.  Computers  are 
used  everywhere  from  research  labs  and 
universities  to  inner-city  elementary 
schools.  Mathe- 
matical computa- 
tions which  took 
hours  with  a  pen- 
cil and  paper  can 
take  place  in  a 
fraction  of  a  sec- 
ond. 

Registration 
became  compu- 
terized in  1965 
and  soon  students 
were  required  to 
take  their  tests 
with  bubble  cards 
and  an  electrogra- 
phic  pencil.  It 
seemed  to  some 
that  the  mo'st  im- 
portant posses- 
sion for  a  college 
student  was  the 
special,  silver- 
painted  pencil. 

One  student, 
Sid  Paaor,  feared 
that  someday  lit- 
eracy would  be 
"measured  by 
one's  facility  in 
filling  in  the 
proper  bubble 
rather  than  one's 
ability  to  verbal- 
ize." Few  BCC 

students  today  could  conceive  of  a  time 
before  the  scantron  machine,  when  nearly 
every  teacher  required  test  papers  an- 
swered in  ink  in  complete  sentences. 

Students  were  assigned  "student  num- 
bers" for  the  first  time  in  1965.  Some 
rebelled  against  what  they  perceived  to  be 
an  affront  to  their  individualism. 


While  there  were  objections  to  the  auto- 
mation of  test  grading,  modem  technol- 
ogy in  the  form  of  computers  and  other 
high-tech  learning  devices  quickly  found 
a  home  on  BCC's  campuses.  The  $1  mil- 
lion Instructional  Television  Center,  com- 
pleted in  1967,  broadcast  closed-circuit 
educational  programs  to  BCC  classrooms 
and  to  local  elementary  schools.  The  lan- 
guage lab  had  a  centralized  facility  which 
played  tapes  into  classrooms.  New  de- 
vices introduced  into  classroom  instruc- 
tion were  "a  table  top  machine  that  is  used 
for  making  overhead  transparencies ' '  and 
"the  copy  machine  which  is  located  in 
every  department. ' ' 

New  tools: 


Video  has  been 
around  at  BCC 
since  the  late  '60s, 
but  the  medium  has 
come  a  long  way. 
While  today  we 
have  a  satellite  dish 
oneach  campus,  in 
1968 -before  cable 
-  there  was  a  plan 
in  the  worksto  "at- 
tach a  regular 
home-sized  TV  an- 
tenna to  the  library 
roof,"  so  that  the 
college  could  tape 
programs  from  the 
airwaves. 

BCC's  first  IBM 
computer  was  de- 
scribed as  "a  deli- 
cate system." 
Metaphorically 
speaking,  the  old 
IBM  of  the  '60s,  a 
monstrosity  which 
took  up  almost  the 
entire  wall  of  a 
room,  could  inter- 
nally store  a  single 
encyclopedia  entry, 
while  today's  desktop  personal  computers 
have  the  capacity  to  memorize  entire  sets 
of  encyclopedias.  SidPactor's  worst  fears 
of  the  impersonalization  technology  af- 
fords may  have  been  realized,  yet  most 
would  agree  that  the  trade-off  is  well 
worth  it. 

BCC  has  indeed  come  a  long  way  over 
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the  last  three  decades.  The  changes  reflect 
not  only  the  changing  attitudes  of  our  stu- 
dents, but  the  changing  needs  of  our  grow- 
ing community  as  well.  The  increasing 
importance  of  the  community  college  in 
today's  competitive  society  will  be  mani- 
fested in  the  years  to  come.  Q

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A  woman  today  would  probably  say  that  she  hopes  to  better  herself  intellectually  and  so- 
cially by  going  to  college,  yet  30  years  ago,  most  women  at  BCC  had  far  different  reasons 
for  attaining  an  education. 

A  portrait  of  the  educated  woman

Before  the  women's  movement  in 
the  '70s,  the  vast  majority  of  women 
felt  that  their  primary  role  in  life  was 
that  of  wife  and  mother.  In  1 963  a  BCC 
student  named  Barbara  Dromgool  wrote 
about  what  women  of  her  generation 
hoped  to  gain  from  a  college  educa- 
tion. She  beheved  that  "an  educated 
woman  can  be  of  tremendous  help  to  a 
man;  she  can  offer  much  to  her  chil- 
dren. The  American  male,' '  she  wrote, 
"wants  and  needs  an  intellectual 
companion." 

Although  Dromgool  advocated  edu- 
cation for  women,  she  felt  that  "a 
woman  has  a  right  to  a  career ...  as  long 
as  it  does  not  interfere  with  her  respon- 
sibilities as  a  woman."  She  insisted 
that  women  were  unable  to  function  in 
certain  capacities  because  they  "are 
often  dominated  by  emotion,  rather 
than  reason."  She  urged  coeds  to  "face 
it,  girls,  we're  supposed  to  co-operate 
with  men,  not  engage  in  active  compe- 
tition with  them....  No  man  enjoys 
being  subordinate  to  a  woman." 

For  many,  college  was  little  more 
than  a  place  where  a  woman  hoped  to 
meet  her  future  husband.  Present-day 
BCC  students  are  surprised  to  learn 
that  their  predecessors  held  formal 
proms,  "get-acquainted"  socials,  and 
dances  after  basketball  games.  Nomi- 
nees eagerly  participated  in  annual 
"Snowball  Queen"  and  "Miss  JCBC" 
contests.  A  coed' s  priorities  often  were 
not  her  studies. 

In  the  1969  Silver  Sands  student 
magazine,  several  JCBC  students  were 
asked  to  comment  on  the  role  of  young 
people  in  society.  One  young  man 
sympathized  with  the  situation  of 
women  of  his  time.  "Why  is  it  that 
boys  are  asked  what  they  want  to  be  in 
life,  whereas  girls  are  told  how  pretty 
they  look  or  asked  where  they  got  their 


golden  locks?"  he  wrote.  "In  this  aspect 
I  feel  sorry  for  the  girl  who  is  being 
trained  to  present  herself  as  the  big 
prize  for  the  big  winner." 

The  '90s  will  be  a  decade  of  choices. 
Yet  the  freedom  to  choose  her  own 
destiny  leaves  woman  torn  between 
career  and  family.  Some  stay-at-home 
mothers  envy  the  working  woman  and 
her  position  of  responsibility,  while 
some  career  women  feel  guilty  and 
wish  they  had  more  time  to  spend  with 
their  children.  Men  may  feel  nostalgic 
for  the  days  when  the  "little  woman' ' 
stayed  at  home,  but  labor  bureau  statis- 
tics show  that  over  50  percent  of  all 
women  with  chil- 
dren are  in  the 
work  force,  and 
almost  two-thirds 
of  women  with 
school-age  chil- 
dren work  out- 
side their  homes. 
The  notion 
that  women  are 
too  emotional  to 
hold  positions  of 
responsibility  has 
been  toppled  by 
modem  icons  of 
feminine  power 
such  as  Margaret 
Thatcher,  Sandra 
Day  O'Connor 
and  Jeanne 
Kirkpatrick.  Yet 
today's  college 
women  still  seem 
to  feel  threatened 
by  the  traditional 
image  of  the  du- 
tiful wife. 

When  students 
at  Wellesley 
College  protested 


the  choice  of  Barbara  Bush  as  their 
conmiencement  speaker  this  year,  they 
pointed  out  their  need  for  inspiration 
from '  'a  more  appropriate  role  model' ' 
~  a  woman  whose  recognition  comes 
through  her  own  achievements  rather 
than  those  of  her  husband. 

A  college  education  can  provide 
more  opportunities  for  women  than 
Barbara  Dromgool  ever  dreamed  of. 
Though  the  choices  still  cause  confu- 
sion for  women,  being  able  to  make 
those  choices  may  allow  women  a 
greater  freedom  than  that  enjoyed  by 
previous  generations.  □

Walk-ins  Welcome 
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Thirty  years  of  changing 

times  and  attitudes 


When  BCC  opened  its  doors  in  the 
early  '60s,  it  welcomed  a  new  group  of 
youngsters  with  voices  and  aspirations 
eager  to  be  heard  throughout  the 
community.  The  ambitions  and  opinions 
of  that  generation  and  the  ones  follow- 
ing it  have  shaped  our  college  and  the 
whole  community.  They  have  addressed 
and  challenged  academic  and  social 
issues  of  their  day.  Protest,  activism  and 
debate  have  long  been  a  tradition  of 
BCC,  through  campus  publications  and 
student  government  involvement. 

For  most  of  the  early  '60s  the 
concerns  of  BCC's  youth  were  inwardly 
oriented,  focused  on  how  to  make  their 
institution  a  better  place  to  go  to  school. 
Issues  such  as  establishing  fraternity 
chapters  and  increasing  student  govern- 
ment influence  concerned  the  active- 
minded  student. 

With  the  advent  of  a  new  decade, 
the  cultural  changes  taking  place 
nationwide  arrived,  and  the  age  of  social 
activism  was  on  campus.  By  the  late 
'60s  and  early  '70s,  BCC  students  were 
openly  debating  and  struggling  with 
new  realities  in  race  relations,  the 
Vietnam  War,  and  doubts  against 
national  leadership. 

Through  rising  individualism  and 
increased  awareness,  active  voices  on 
campus  have  continued  through  the  '80s 
to  make  a  difference  by  participating  in 
community  charities  and  taking  stands 
on  issues  such  as  ethics  in  government 
or  the  drug  war. 

CONFLICTS  AND  CHALLENGES: 

The  1960s  was  a  decade  of  anger 
and  frustration,  of  war  and  crisis,  of 
murder  and  shattered  dreams.  Conflicts 
over  civil  rights  escalated  throughout 
the  country.  BCC  students  had  no  vested 
interest  in  the  civil  rights  movement 
until  the  death  of  John  F.  Kennedy, 
when  students  began  to  take  a  stand. 


During  Kennedy's  reign,  the  civil 
rights  movement  under  the  direction  of 
Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  grew  stronger  and 
attacks  on  segregation  spread  throughout 
the  country  like  wildfire. 

In  a  1963  editorial  in  the  Venetian 
Crier,  a  student  said  of  Kennedy,  "JFK 
was  as  much  for  building  the  individual  as 
he  was  for  building  the  country."  Ken- 
nedy was  assassinated  by  ex-Marine  Lee 
Harvey  Oswald  in  1963,  and  in  memory 
of  his  death  the  Civil  Right's  Act  was 
pushed  through  Congress  and  the  Voting 
Rights  Act  of  1965  was  signed. 

A  NEW  ATTITUDE: 

In  the  past  three  decades,  the  social 
pendulum  has  swung  from  conservative  to 
hberal  and  virtually  back  to  conservative 
again.  Social  attitudes  of  the  '90s  are 
certainly  more  conservative  than  those  of 
the  late  '60s  and  early  '70s. 

According  to  Larry  Ellis,  a  former 
BCC  student  and  currently  North  Campus 
library  director,  in  the  mid  '60s  the  social 
dispositions  of  people  were  borne  more 
out  of  respect  for  convention.  However, 
the  conservative  attitudes  of  today  are  for 
completely  different  reasons.  AIDS  has 
certainly  changed  the  way  prospective 
mates  approach  each  other. 

According  to  Michele  Carey,  a  student 
and  employee  at  North  Campus, '  'The 
ironic  thing  about  the  '90s  is  that  people 
are  more  concerned  and  involved  in 
humanitarian  causes  than  ever  before,  yet 
not  as  friendly  on  the  basic  social  level. 
Conservative  attitudes  are  based  more  on 
fear  than  innocence . ' ' 

John  Dunn,  former  student  and  now 
bursar  at  North  Campus,  feels  that  the 
social  pendulum  has  not  swung  quite  as 
far  back  to  conservative.  "Once  a  curtain 
has  been  lifted,  even  if  it's  drawn  again 
people  don't  forget  what  they've  seen, ' ' 
said  Dunn.  Q

BCC's  current  outlet  of  de- 
livering campus  news,  as  well 
as  voicing  opinion  and  informa- 
tion, is  the  student  publication 
The  Observer..  Four  years  after 
its  inception,  this  biweekly 
pubhcation  has  estabUshed  it- 
self as  a  news  forum  pursuing 
high  journalistic  standards. 

Since  it  first  went  to  press  in  1986,  The 
Observer  has  consistently  garnered  awards 
and  honors  while  building  a  reputation  as 
an  outstanding  collegiate  journalistic  me- 
dium. Staff  members  are  now  mastering 
the  skills  needed  to  command  desktop 
publishing  software,  a  relatively  new  tech- 
nology. While  all  those  involved  husde  to 
focus  on  future  horizons,  much  of  the 
publication's  history  is  seldom  thought 
about. 

The  Venetian  Crier  viSiS  first  pubUshed 
in  1961  as  BCC's  first  student  newspaper. 
The  Crier's  content  reflected  much  of  the 
turbulent  times  which  were  underway, 
while  keeping  in  close  touch  with  campus 
events.  According  to  Dr.  Neil  Crispo,  the 
first  director  of  student  activities,  the  news 
staff  and  readers  alike  were  impressed 
with  the  paper's  commitment  to  excel-

lence.  Final  preparation  of  each  issue  was 
carried  out  in  the  city  room  of  the  Fort 
Lauderdale  News,  alongside  the  ranks  of 
professional  joumahsts. 

In  1967  the  Crier  evolved  into  The 
Guardian,  which  "coupled  a  staid,  con- 
servative layout  approach  to  a  liberal, 
student-oriented  editorial  policy."  A 
competing  paper.  The  Paladin,  also  mate- 
rialized. In  the  fall  of  1972  the  two  papers 
combined  efforts  and  became  The  Phoe- 
nix. 

As  North  and  South  Campuses  were 
built,  they  acquired  their  own  news 
publications,  The  Polaris  and  New  Hori- 
zons ,  respectively.  Each  campus  was  re- 
sponsible for  its  own  news.  It  was  decided 
to  consoUdate  all  three  publications  to 
ensure  a  more  organized,  polished  and 
comprehensive  publication.  Thus,  The  Ob- 


server was  created  in  the  faU  of 
1986.  The  paper,  stationed  at 
North  Campus  with  bureaus  on 
South  and  Central,  developed 
into  one  of  the  most  highly  re- 
garded community  college  news- 
papers in  Florida.  Students  from 
all  campuses  now  participate  in 
producing  the  pubhcation. 
The  college  also  now  offers  a  second 
print  medium,  addressing  a  more  artisti- 
cally-oriented audience.  It's,  BCC's  Uter- 
ary  magazine,  provides  students  with  a 
love  of  Uterature  and  the  arts  a  chance  to 
present  their  own  work  to  students,  staff 
and  faculty  as  well  as  the  local  commu- 
nity. 

"It's  is  filled  with  the  best  of  the  con- 
tributions by  the  students  at  BCC,"  said 
Heather  Gupton,  the  magazine's  student 
editor.  "We  accept  everything  from  po- 
etry to  comprehensive  essays." 

Since  1979,  the  magazine's  staff 
members  have  had  the  chance  to  follow 
their  accomplishments  from  the  depths  of 
their  minds  and  notebooks  to  the  creation 
of  the  published  work.  Q

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Throughout  the  past  30  years,  BCC  has  experi- 
enced an  enormous  amount  of  growth.  Dr.  Willis 
Holcombe,  president  of  BCC,  believes  that  growth 
wUl  be  a  main  aspect  in  BCC's  immediate  future. 
Florida  Atlantic  University  already  has  plans  in 
the  works  to  buUd  a  $15  million  facility  at  BCC's 
Central  Campus.

With  the  advancements  of  technology  and  sci- 
ence, of  businesses  and  the  growing  population, 
education  will  be  more  essential  than  ever  in  the 
coming  years.  The  future  of  our  country  depends 
on  it,  Holcombe  said.  "If  we  faU,  the  quality  of 
life  in  South  Florida  will  decrease."  Q

"The  spirit  of  college  life  is  captured,  not  by 
stately  buildings  and  spacious  lawns,  but  by  a 
program  of  higher  learning  and  fellowship  in 
collegiate  activities.  With  these  ideals  in  mind  the 
students  of  JCBC  are  building  an  institution 
characterized  by  its  friendliness  and  unity.  Our 
experiences  of  this  year,  1960-61,  will  long  be 
remembered  ...  because  of  this  new  endeavor  for 
all  of  us." 

Dr.    Joe    B.    Rushing,    the    first 
president  of  BCC,  then  known  as  the 
Junior   College   of  Broward   County 
(JCBC),  made  this  statement  to  newly 
enrolled    students    in    1961    as    they 
prepared  to  commence  classes  at  the 
former  Naval  Air  Station  at  present- 
day    Fort     Lauderdale    International 
Airport.  Rushing's  words  have  now 
become      reality.      He 
recalled       that       "the 
excitement  and  personal 
satisfaction  of  starting  a 
college     (in     Broward 
County)  was  the  richest 
part     of    my     43-year 
career." 

Rushing    began    his 
responsibilities  as 

president  on  April  7, 1960. 
His  foresight  and 
dedication  helped  to 
establish  a  foundation  for 
the  BCC  we  know  today. 
He  resigned  in  1965  to 
return  to  his  home  state  of 
Texas,  where  he  became 
Chancellor  of  the  Tarrant 
County  Junior  College 
district  in  Fort  Worth.

approximately  one  year,  and  Myron 
Ashmore,  who  was  superintendent  of 
the  Broward  County  School  Board  and 
filled  the  position  temporarily.  Blee 
resigned  after  only  two  years. 

Dr.  Hugh  Adams  became  the  third 
president  of  BCC  on  April  15, 1968,  and 
played  an  important  role  in  the  growth 
of  BCC  from  a  small  junior  college  to  a 
comprehensive  suburban  community 
college.  Much  of  Adams'  18-year 
period  with  the  college  was  spent  in 
developing  the  prestigious  reputation 
that  it  now  enjoys  as  one  of  the  top 
commimity  colleges  in  the  nation. 

Adams  retired  on  Dec.  31,  1986, 
with  Dr.  Willis  N.  Holcombe  assuming 
his  duties  on  Jan.  1,  1987.  Holcombe 
sees  the  challenges  of  running  BCC  as 
exciting  and  rewarding. 

"The  growth  of  BCC  from 
temporary  buildings  to  one  of  the 
premier  community  colleges  in  the 
state  and  one  of  the  best  in  the  country 
is  phenomenal.  BCC  has  matiu-ed  as  an 
institution,  becoming  a  legitimate 
resource  to  the  public  school  system  to 
improve  public  education,"  said 
Holcombe. 

"The  best  part  of  the  position  of 
president  is  the  opportunity  to  work 
with  people  to  make  an  already  really 
good  institution  great.  The  potential  (is 
there)  to  make  a  big  difference  in 
education  not  just  for  Broward  County,

A  college  official  once  said, 
when  asked  about  the  quality 
of  a  BCC  education,  that  the 
only  real  criteria  for  judging  a 
school's  success  are  "the 
alumni  who  succeed  once 
employed  in  their  specific 
fields,  and  the  students  who 
move  on  to  bigger  colleges  and 
make  good.  If  weighed  this  way 
college  would  show  a  marvel- 
ous rating." 


Since  1983  the  Honors  Institute  has 
recognized  exceptional  BCC  alumni 
with  the  Distinguished  Alumni  Award. 
Several  of  the  recipients  of  the  award 
are  now  faculty,  staff  members  or 
administrators  at  the  college.  Others 
have  included  a  radio  talk  show  host,  a 
physician,  a  state  representative  and  an 
Army  officer.  This  year's  Distin- 
guished Alumni  Award  recipients  are 
Evelyn  Hardy,  coordinator  of  academic 
advisement  at  North  Campus,  and 
Robert  Ferrigno,  a  successful  journalist 
and  novelist  in  Orange  County,  Califor- 
nia. 

Her  colleagues  call  Evelyn  Hardy 
"One  of  BCC's  most  outstanding  suc- 
cess stories."  Having  dropped  out  of 
school  in  the  seventh  grade  because 
she  was  needed  at  home,  it  was  not  until 
she  was  55  years  old  and  the  head  of  a 
single-parent  home  with  10  children 
that  she  returned  to  get  her  GED.  She 
then  entered  BCC  and  graduated  in 
1982  with  a  3.75  GPA. 

While  working  part-time  at  BCC  she 
continued  her  education  at  Florida  At- 
lantic University  (FAU),  and  she  gradu-

ated  in  1984  with  a  bachelor's  degree  in 
social  work.  She  received  a  master's  in 
social  work  from  Barry  University  in  1987. 

Hardy  has  received  numerous  other 
awards  and  much  recognition  for  her 
achievements.  She  was  recently  honored 
by  the  Florida  Association  of  Community 
Colleges,  which  named  her  one  of  five 
outstanding  alumni  in  the  state. 

Robert  Ferrigno  was  bom  in  Coral 
Gables  42  years  ago  and  grew  up  in  Fort 
Lauderdale.  He  graduated  from  Fort  Lau- 
derdale High,  BCC  and  FAU.  He  earned  a 
master's  in  creative  writing  at  Bowling 
Green  State  University  in  1971. 

"My  dream  had  always  been  to  write 
a  book,  ever  since  I  took  a  writing  course 
with  Harry  Crews  at  BCC  in  1964,"  Fer- 


rigno told  Sun-Sentinel  book  editor 
Chauncey  Mabe.  When  Ferrigno's  wife 
came  close  to  death  during  her  first  preg- 
nancy, Ferrigno  said  he  "decided  now 
was  the  time  to  do  it.  My  wife's  illness 
showed  me  how  quickly  life  can  change. ' ' 
He  took  a  chance  on  his  dream  when  he

quit  his  job  as  a  syndicated  feature  writer 
at  the  Orange  County  Register  so  that  he 
could  work  on  a  novel. 

Within  three  months,  long  before  the 
manuscript  was  finished,  Ferrigno  had 
found  an  agent  and  was  fielding  escalat- 
ing offers  from  puMisheis.  His  novel,  Horse 
Latitudes,  a  crime  thriller  about  a  drug 
dealer  who  is  suspected  of  murdering  his 
wife  and  has  to  prove  his  innocence,  sold 
to  William  Morrow  and  Company  for  an 
advance  of  $150,000  —  an  unheard  of 
amount  for  a  first  novel. 

Evelyn  Hardy  and  Robert  Ferrigno  are 
two  people  who  have  succeeded  against 
the  odds.  The  achievements  of  our  alumni 
are  something  BCC  can  be  proud  of.  Q

or  over  ten  years  the  Bailey  Concert  Hall,  3501  SW  Davie  Road, 
has  been  a  center  for  the  arts,  theater,  music  and  culture  for  BCC  and 
the  community. 

Each  month,  Bailey  spotlights  a  variety  of  programs,  theatrical 
presentations,  and  musical  extravaganzas  —  some  for  little  more 
than  the  cost  of  a  film  at  a  local  cinema. 

Bailey  is  used  by  the  theater  department  of  BCC,  the  Philhar- 
monic Orchestra  of  Florida,  and  the  College  Singers. 

Many  famous  names  have  made  appearances  at  Bailey,  includ- 
ing Marvin  Hamlisch,  Mel  Torme,  Mark  Russell,  Theodore  Bikel, 
and  Larry  Gatlin  and  the  Gatlin  Brothers.  Performances  by  a  number 
of  professional  repertory  companies  and  touring  productions  also 
grace  Bailey 's  stage.  The 
Miami  City  Ballet,  Flor- 
ida's only  professional 
ballet  company,  performs 
at  Bailey  each  season. 

'  'This  is  really  the  cul- 
tural arts  center  for  Brow- 
ard County, ' '  said  Cindy 
Garren,  assistant  director 
of  Bailey  Concert  Hall. 

Bailey  also  sports  art 
galleries  for  the  viewing 
pleasure  of  the  commu- 
nity. The  galleries  were 
formerly  open  only  dur- 
ing performances,  and 
during  intermission  thea- 
ter-goers could  enjoy  the 
works  on  display.  Start- 
ing this  year,  however,  the  gallery  is  being  kept  open  full  time. 

As  a  professional  concert  hall,  Bailey  is  open  for  rent  to  any  or- 
ganizations such  as  church  groups,  temples  or  outside  businesses. 
Bailey  can  also  be  used  by  Broward  County's  not-for-profit  organi- 
zations to  raise  funds  through  the  Bailey  Hall  Community  Night 
Project. 

Groups  such  as  the  Dillard  School  of  Performing  Arts  stage  pro- 
ductions at  Bailey,  and  the  students  get  involved  in  the  technical 
aspects  of  theatrical  production  such  as  Ughting  and  sound.  Organi- 
zations may  earn  half  of  all  ticket  proceeds  sold  for  certain  BCC 
cultural  events  performances. 

"We  advertise  and  promote  the  performance,  and  the  not-for- 
profit  groups  reap  the  monetary  benefits,"  said  Janet  Kay,  director 
of  cultural  events. 

Students,  staff  and  faculty  of  BCC  receive  a  50  percent  discount 
on  tickets  at  Bailey.  This  discount  makes  cultural  events  at  Bailey 
more  accessible  to  everyone. 

Garren  said,  "Not  all  students  can  afford  a  $28  ticket,  but  a  $14 
ticket  is  more  affordable  for  everyone."  Q

mni  Auditorium  on  North  Campus  was  fonnally  dedicated  in 
1980,  as  part  of  the  festivities  for  the  20th  anniversary  of  Broward 
Community  College. 

Dr.  Thomas  Cavendish,  senior  professor  of  music  at  North,  is  the 
artistic  director  for  the  Gold  Coast  Opera  and  conducts  the  Gold 
Coast  Symphony.  "Before  we  had  Omni,"  said  Cavendish,  "we 
performed  in  a  lot  of  the  churches  around  town. ' '  Plays  were  also 

performed  in  a  campus  lecture  theater. 

In  addition  to  classrooms  and  spe- 
cialized peripheral  rooms,  the  Omni 
boasts  a  versatile  auditorium-gymna- 
sium. Constructed  with  music  and  dra- 
matic events  in  mind,  the  seating  con- 
figuration can  be  variously  arranged  to 
accommodate  a  minimum  of  600  or  a 
maximum  of  2,008  people  for  any  given 
event. 

College  and  community-oriented 
Omni  has  a  history  exceedingly  "rich 
in  entertainment,"  according  to  Facil- 
ity Administrator  Susan  Praisler. 

"The  Omni  has  something  for  ev- 
eryone," said  Facility  Coordinator  How- 
ard Zimmerman. 

'  'We '  ve  hosted  graduations,  the  Lip- 
pizaner  stallions,  a  doggers'  conven- 
tion and  Mummenschanz,  the  Swiss 
mime  group.  The  Gold  Coast  Opera  is 
our  resident  opera  company,  and  the 
inaugural  season  of  the  Gold  Coast 
Symphony  is  scheduled  for  Novem- 
ber," said  Zimmerman. 

Church  services ,  trade  shows ,  beauty 
pageants  and  conventions  have  also 
been  held  there. 

The  Gold  Coast  Opera  is  now  in  its 
tenth  year.  In  recent  years  the  company 
has  brought  productions  of  La  Boheme, 
Carousel,  Pirates  of  Penzance,  Naughty 
Marietta  and  Rigoletto  to  the  stage. 
The  company's  productions  are  among 
the  most  popular  cultural  events  in  the 
county,  filling  Omni  to  near  capacity. 

"The  main  thing  going  in  the  hu- 
manities department  is  the  Gold  Coast 
Opera.  Our  greatest  recruiting  tools 
are  when ...  people  can  see  what  we're 
doing,  other  students  hear  and  see  what's 
going  on  and  say,  'I  want  to  go  to  BCC 
and  be  a  part  of  that',"  said  Alford.

asicetball 

BCC  basketball  was  the  forerunner 
sport  to  be  intercollegiate.  The  pro- 
gram, which  was  initiated  in  1963, 
brougjit  the  college's  first  taste  of  success 
in  the  1963-64  season.  The  Seahorses 
finished  in  fourth  place  and  received 
the  Sportsmanship  Trophy  at  the  state 
tournament.  In  1964-65  a  new  coach, 
Clint  Morris,  came  on  board  and  the 
team  finished  the  season  in  third  place 
in  the  conference.  In  the  1965-66  sea- 
son the  men's  team  finished  the  con- 
ference in  second  place  earning  them- 
selves a  spot  in  the  state  tournament,  to 
be  unfortunately  defeated  by  the  most 
powerful  team  in  the  state,  Chipola. 

In  the  1967-68  season,  BCC  set  a 
single  game  scoring  record  by  running 
up  1 86  points  in  one  game,  and  sopho- 
more Don  Avello  set  the  single  game 
record  with  67  points.  The  1967-68 
season  gave  the  Seahorses  their  best 
record  in  the  history  of  the  college 
when  they  finished  with  23  wins  and  8 
losses.  The  1983  season  awarded  BCC 
the  first  Southern  Conference  Tourna- 
ment where  they  prevailed  against  Indian 
River  Community  College,  60-59,  in 
overtime. 

In  1986,  the  Seahorses  went  to  the 
state  semi-finals  and  lost  to  Hillsbor- 
ough Community  College,  71-68,  to 
bring  their  overall  record  to  an  impres- 
sive 18-8.  To  date  the  team,  under  the 
direction  of  Coach  Carlton  Byrd,  has 
been  to  the  state  tournament  twice. 

men's  tennis 

After  its  introduction  to  BCC  in 
1 966,  the  men' s  tennis  team  got  its  first 
chance  to  shine  in  the  1968-69  season, 
when  they  posted  an  impressive  11-2 


record.  The  star  of  the  team  was  Bob 
Rabinioivitz,  who  at  that  time  was 
ranked  13th  in  the  world.  Presently, 
the  team  is  coached  by  Carole  Goya.

aseball 

The  inaugural  season  for  the  base- 
ball team  was  in  1964  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Coach  Charles  Harris.  In  their 
second  season  the  Seahorses  finished 
runner-up  to  Miami-Dade  which  eamed 
them  a  trip  to  the  state  tournament, 
where  they  again  lost  to  Miami-Dade 
who  went  on  to  win  the  state  tourna- 
ment. In  the  1966-67  season  the  team 
played  the  Yankees'  farm  team  and 
won  5-2;  that  same  year  the  Seahorses 
had  three  players  drafted  into  the  major 
leagues.  The  team's  biggest  and  bright- 
est star  thus  far  has  been  1 969  pitching

Initiated  in  1964  the  women's  ten- 
nis team,  which  has  never  had  a  losing 
season,  has  proven  to  be  the  most 
successful  team  at  BCC.  Their  first 
year  saw  the  team  bring  home  the  state 
title,  while  the  next  year,  posting  only 
one  loss  to  the  University  of  Miami, 
they  fell  one  game  short  of  a  perfect 
season.  In  the  1966  season  the  team 
exhibited  the  first  undefeated  record  at 
the  college,  won  the  Junior  College 
State  Tournament,  and  also  won  the 
Florida  State  University  Tournament 
Invitational,  where  the  team  was  up 
against  four-year  and  two-year  col- 
leges. 

In  1975  the  team  reached  the  state 
tournament  and  placed  third.  The  fol- 
lowing season  the  team  won  the  state 
tournament.  The  team  completed  the 
1989-90  season  second  in  the  state  and 
fourth  in  the  nation.  Two  members  of 
the  team,  Nina  Castillejo  and  Tricia 
Hamilton,  won  the  national  tourna- 
ment, the  first  pair  in  BCC  history  to 
achieve  such  success.  The  team  is 
presenUy  coached  by  Tom  Burke.

In  its  initial  season,  1970,  the  Sea- 
horses won  the  state  tournament  in 
Gainesville  and  came  away  with  two 
state  titles.  Jerry  Ring  won  in  the  118 
lb.  class  and  Stan  McDonald  won  in 
the  167  lb.  class.  In  spite  of  its  success, 
the  wrestiing  program  at  BCC  only 
lasted  three  short  years. 

Golf 

The  golf  program  was  established 
in  1966.  In  their  initial  season  the 
Seahorses  placed  third  in  the  state 
tournament  and  fourth  in  the  national 
toumament,  where  team  members,  Ray 
Isbell  and  Hal  Hutchinson,  were  named 
AU-American.  In  1968,  the  golf  team 
saw  their  worst  record  as  they  posted  a 
1-10.  Presently  the  team,  coached  by 
R.L.  Landers,  is  hoping  to  chalk  up  a 
considerable  improvement  in  their  game 
by  utilizing  the  talents  and  facilities  at 
theToski/Battersby  Golf  Facility  adja- 
cent to  North  Campus.
